The line of Indo-China has been lost, 
for all practical purposes of strategy 
Another and tenable line must be 
drawn and secured in: such fashion 
that aggressors will not dare to cross 
it, at the risk of general war. 

This project will be infinitely dif- 
ficult—much more difficult than the 
organization of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. In the Atlan- 
tic the founders of NATO were 
agreed on essentials and were united 
by history.
